 The Davis County Board of Supervisors met in regular session on Monday, September 
10, 2018, with Chairman Matt Greiner and Members Ron Bride and Alan Yahnke present. 
 

Alan Yahnke made motion, seconded by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to approve 
the agenda. 
 
 Alan Yahnke made motion, seconded by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to approve 
and sign the Minutes of Tuesday, September 4, 2018. 
 

The Board met with custodian Randy Norman, who reported that the elevator inspection 
has been postponed until September 25, 2018.  After discussion, Ron Bride made motion, 
seconded by Alan Yahnke and carried unanimously, to approve the addition of a phone line 
specific to fire alarm notification. 

  
The Board met with Engineer Ryan Schock, who reported that bridge work was rained 

out most of last week, and county auction date has been set for October 16 at 4:00 p.m.  Alan 
Yahnke made motion, seconded by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to sign utility permit for 
Citizens Mutual Telephone Company. 

 
Assistant County Attorney Ashley Leyda Walkup informed the Board that public hearing 

must be held concerning the proposed wind energy ordinance; hearing date was set for 
September 17, 2018 at 10:00 a.m.  First reading of the ordinance will also be held at that time. 
 

After discussion, Ron Bride made motion, seconded by Alan Yahnke and carried 
unanimously, to approve the contents of the proposed property transfer agreement to be 
incorporated in a Resolution of the Bloomfield City Council and which describes the terms and 
conditions thereof. 
 
 The Board discussed employee health screenings; Alan Yahnke made motion, seconded 
by Ron Bride and carried unanimously, to provide health screenings at Davis County Hospital at 
a date to be later determined. 
 

Randy Norman has not yet received a price quote for additional courthouse Christmas 
lights and the Board requested him to also determine the cost of adding electrical outlets at each 
corner of the courthouse.
